BECHTEL FAMILY 
MAKE CHARGES 


Petition Court to Punish 
District 
Attoruoy Lichtenwainer. 


ÎELLS OF INSULTING CONDUCT 


Allentown, Pa., Jan. 30. — Charges 
were prelprred against 
District At- 
torney E. J. Lichtenwalner to Judge 
Frank M. Trexler In chambers alleg- 
ing gross misconduct on the part of 
the district attorney before and dur- 
ing the Bechtel trials. 
They were 
filed by Attorney William J. Jones, on 
behalf 
of 
-.xllison K. 'Srobst. 
Mrs. 
Bechter« son-in-law, complainant, in 
the form a petition to the court 


The petition of Mr. Brobst sets forth 
that the district attorney "has wilfully 
and grossly neglected to comply with 
his duties, much to the chagrin and 
humiliation of the deponent, his wife 
and her family, as well as the counsel." 
It is further alleged that the district 
attorney on October 27 
1903. at the 
beginning of his Inquirlea into the 
death of Mabel Bechtel. "grossly and 
negligently conducted the same while 
in a state of intoxication and in an in- 
sulting manner," toward the family 
of the murdered girl; that the district 
attorney later, in the course of the 
several trials, did attempt to conduct 
the same "while in a state of intoxica- 
tion. which fact compelled your himor 
to adjourn court until the following 
day, when he was again incompetent 
to try the cases properly because of 
his condition the day previous;" that 
on 
Thursday, 
January 21, he was 
"again unable to appear at the after- 
noon sesBion of court and bad to bo 
takeji away 
from 
the 
làw library, 
thereby throwing upon h/i assistant 
the entire onus of th^'hrìnì. which 
again constituted wlliul and gross neg- 
ligence on his part." 


Attached to the complaint of Mr. 
Brobst are several affidavits in sup- 
port of his allegations. 
The first one 
on the list is that of Mrs. ,Cathai1ne 
Bechtel, the inother' dT'lhe murdered 
girl, and in It she aillrms, among ol^ior 
things, that when, on October 27. the 
district attoiney called at her home he 
was in a state of intoxication. 
She 
asserts that she was ill and nervous 
and was barely conscious of what was 
going on. 


"I remember," she states, "that the 
district attorney stagi^ered and I was 
really afraid of him. 
He seated him- 
self on the couch beside me and an- 
nounced that he had come to get evi- 
dence to hang David 
Weisenberger. 
He embraced me and repeatedly kissed 
me. 
I made attempts to repulse him» 
but in my weakened condition I was 
unable to do BO. I was so overcome 
with grief and emotion and so fright- 
ened and Insulted at the man's actions 
that I became partly unconscious and 
don't remember clearly what happened 
save that he thrust money In my 
hand. 


"I resented the manner in which the 
said Lichtenwalner acted toward my 
daughters. 
I saw him embrace and 
try to kiss my daughter Martha. 
I 
next recall that the police entered to 
take Lichtenwalner from the bouse," 


Mrs. Harry D. Newhard, in her affi- 
davit. avers that Lichtenwalner was 
insulting and tried to embrace her. 
Mrs. 
Newhard 
says 
Lichtenwalner 
made Improper proposals to other wo- 
men In the house, and to Mrs. Brobst, 
sister otxthe murdered glfl^ he offered 
a ring, 


Mrs. Brobst makes similar charges- 
agalnst Lichtenwalner In her affidavit» 
She alleges that he took her "mother 
around the meek, kissed her repeatedly 
and hufiged her roughly." "Then," the 
affidavit goes on, "Llcbtj^nwalner sat 
beside my niother whJI^ lying on 'the 
couch and njiesented 
with hl&iem 
dearmentB and pretended to condole 
her as followe: 'Your darling, dear, be- 
loved daughter Mabel ' ' Then Lichten- 
walner ordered ham and egjf» and 
drink anti'cigars to fee brought, afr 
though In a saloon^ anti wantefj- a cab 
to be brought to carry my mother 
home, noe knowing that she was then 
Jiome.

called."

Allentown, Pa., Jan. 30. — Charges 
were prelcrred against District At­ 
torney B. J. Llchtenwalner to Judge 
Frank M. Trexlor In chambers alleg­ 
ing gross misconduct on the part of 
the district attorney before and dur­ 
ing the Bechtel trials. 
They were 
filed by Attorney William J. Jones, on 
beiialf of 
*\llison K. ^Brobst, Mrs. 
Bechters son-in-law, complainant, in 
the form a petition to the court. 
The petition of Mr. Brobst sets forth 
that the district attorney “has wilfully 
and grossly neglected to comply with 
his duties, much to the chagrin and 
humiliation of the deponent, his wife 
and her family, as well as the counsel.'" 
It is further alleged that the district 
attorney on October 27 
1903, at the 
beginning of his InquirleB into th« 
death of Mabel Bechtel, ‘^grossly and 
negligently conducted the same while 
in a state of intoxication and in an in­ 
sulting manner/* toward the family 
of the murdered girl; that the district 
attorney later, in the course of the 
several trials, did attempt to conduct 
the same “while in a state of intoxica­ 
tion, which fact compelled your htmor 
to adjourn court until the following 
day, when he was again incompetent 
to try the cases properly because of 
his condition the day previous;'’ that 
on 
Thursday, 
January 21, he was 
“again unable to appear at the after­ 
noon session of court and had to be 
takeji away 
from 
the 
law library, 
thereby throwing upon hia assistant 
the entire onus of th<^'‘^trial, which 
again constituted willul and gross neg­ 
ligence on his part.” 
Attached to the complaint of Mr. 
Brobst are several alfidavits in sup­ 
port of his allegations. The first one 
on the list is that of Mrs. ,Cathai1ne 
Bechtel, the mother"<5r*lhB murdered 
girl, and in It she alllrms, among oilier 
things, that when, on October 27, the 
district attoiney called at her home he 
was in a state of Intoxication. 
She 
asserts that she was ill and nervous 
and was barely conscioufi of what was 
going on. 
**l remember,'" she states, “that the 
district attorney stagi^ered and I was 
really afraid of him. 
He seated him­ 
self on the couch beside me and an­ 
nounced that he had come to get evi­ 
dence to hang David Wel.senberger. 
He embraced me and repeatedly kissed 
me. I made attempts to repulse him, 
but in my weakened condition I was 
unable to do so. 
I was so overcome 
with grief and emotion and so fright­ 
ened and insulted at the man*s actions 
that I became partly unconscious and 
don't remember clearly what happened 
save that he thrust money in my 
hand. 
“I resented the manner in which the 
said Llchtenwalner acted toward my 
daughters. 
I saw him embrace and 
try to kiss my daughter Martha. 
I 
next recall that the police entered to 
take Llchtenwalner from the house.'' 
Mrs. Harry D, Newhard, in her afll- 
davit, avers that Llchtenwalner waa 
insulting and tried to embrace her. 
Mrs, 
Newhard 
says 
Llchtenwalner 
made Improper proposals tor other wo­ 
men In thft house, and to Mrs. Brobst, 
sister otx the murdered glfl^ he offered 
a ring, 
Mrs. Brobst makes similar charges- 
against Llchtenwalner in her affidavit» 
She alleges that he took her ‘‘mother 
around the mack, kissed her repeatedly 
and hugged her roughly." 'Then,” the 
affidavit goes on, “Lichtjieiiwalner sat 
beside my nwther whJI^ lying on 4he 
couch and njicBented h^r with hl&i«m 
dearments and pretendiid to condole 
her as follows: ‘Your dttrllng, dear, be­ 
loved daughter Mabel ' ' Then Ltehten- 
walner ordered ham and egga and 
drink anti' cigars to f?e brought, a r 
though In a saloon, m d wante/i' a cab 
to be brought to carry my mother 
home, noc knowing that she was then 
home. 
Ha persistett^ln his behavior 
iand I wa«^ forced to-^ave an officer 
called." 
Martha '|5echtel, also-a sister of 
jnurdered girl, corrolMjrated tho testi­

SUCCEEDS ROOT 


Washington, Feb. 2.—Governor Wil­ 
liam H. Taft has taken the oath of of­ 
fice as secretary of war, and at once 
entered upon his new' duties. 
The 
ceremony .ook place in the large re­ 
ception room attached to the secre­ 
tary's office in the war department, 
and the transfer of 
authority from 
Ellhu Root, the retiring secretary, to 
Governor Taft, while simply made, was 
more impressive than any similar 
event In many years. 
The rom was. cleared of all except 
the participants in the Induction save 
the party of friends and the members 
of the general staff. 
Governor Taft 
and Secretary Root took their places 
at the long table where stood John 
Randolph, a notary, who administered 
the oath of office to the incoming sec­ 
retary. 
Then there were congratula­ 
tions showered upon Secretary Taft 
and good-byes were said to Secretary 
Root. Every army officer on duty in 
Washington was allinged at the door­ 
way, and the brilliantly uniformed col­ 
umn passing before the retiring and 
incoming secretaries formed a pretty 
spectacle. Secretary Taft was in the 
best of spirits, and he had a smile and 
gdbd word for every one. While Secro*- 
tary Root showed fn his countenance 
the relief he felt in laying down the 
cares of the great office. 
Hanging in his office as the new sec* 
retary was inducted into t;he arduous 
duties of his post, was the picture of 
his 
distinguished 
father, 
Alphonso 
Taft, who was President Grant’s sec­ 
retary of war in 1S76, 
Thus father 
and son have held the* same portfolio, 
this being the second instance in the 
history of the war department, th^ 
first being presented in tho incum­ 
bency of Simon Cameron under Lin­ 
coln and James D. Cameron, his aon, 
under Grant. 


J. D. ROCKEFELLER RESIGNS 


Leaves U. S. Steel Directorate Becauae 
He Can't Attend Mcctinga. 
New York, Feb. 2.—John D. Rocke* 
fellc/ has tendered his resignation as 
a director of the Unitc'd States Steel 
Corporation. In a letter to the chair­ 
man of the board of directors, Mr. 
Rockefeller says he resigns because he 
cannot attend 
the 
meetings of the 
board, and as his interests are repre­ 
sented on the board by his son, hopes 
some one will be elected who cap at­ 
tend the meetings. 
Representatives of the Steel Cor­ 
poration says that no significance oth-' 
. er than that made eiear in Mr, Rocko^ 
feller's 
letter 
should attach to hlsr 
resignation. 
It is tmderstood that he 
accepted the place as a director chiefly 
at the request of J. Pieri>ont Morgan. 
"So far* as is Known, he never atended ' 
any meetings of thb"board.

people understand how insiduously Russia has 
................ 
been moving her forces up against the barriers of Persia, 
Indi/x and China. Year after year Russian army posts have been advanced, 
reinforced, built Into large commands, until to-day Russia Is ready to attack 
not China alone, but along her entire frontier line In Asia, and is probably In 
u position to capture China, Indhx and even Persia, unless a determined 
front Is put up by the rest of the world. 
It Is astounding the lethargy which has been exhibited toward the occu­ 
pation of Manchuria. Every one In the least familiar with the situation has 
recognized that once Russia became Intrenched in Northern China, with tho 
Trans-Siberian Railroad completed, her battleships iu sulUcient numbers, it 
would be almost Impossible to dislodge her. 
She came into iManchurla deliberately, sho never had any intention of 
leaving it, and she Is quite ready today % begin battle. 
During a discussion with a Russian who was visiting me several years 
ago, I asked the question, “What part of China does Russia want?” He re­ 
plied,‘‘Russian wants no part of China.” Then added after a moment. “She 
wants it all." 
The Manchurians and Mongols furnish splendid fighting material, at least 
BO far as private soldiers go. 
They can live on almost nothing, make long 
marches, bleep on the ground, obey ordens and learn to handle firearms with 
accuracy. 
In other words, they have all the elements of first-class private 
soldiers. 
The Russians have the ofiScers ready to put over them. It will not be nee- 
essai'y for Russia to move vast numbers of men from Europe. Russia is now 
established, its forts built, Its navies are In the eastern liarbors of Asia, the 
officers havo arrived, aud vast quantities of stores and arms have been shipped 
in. 
It only remains now to dilll the natives in order to organize an army 
large enough to sweep down on Pekin aud over Northern China. 
Whence will the force be brought to combat the army that Russia has 
even now on the ground? This Is estimated in the dally papers at 80,000, with 
nnofher 100,000 comparatively near by In reserve. The brave little Japanese 
have neither the numbers nor the wealth to combat a nation such as Russia, 
The Chinese are unorjy:uulzed. 
The Eui;lish will have euoufU to do to d» 
ieuJ India.

One of the most serious problems 


that coafronts the cponomlc world to- 
day l3 to keep the young men on the 
farms. 
For many 
years 
there 
has 
been a tendency to congregate In the 
cities, and to such an extent has this 
been carried that all the vocations of 
city life have been so overcrowded 
that, today it Is well-nlsh impossible 
for a stranger to get a foothold. 
For 
every situation there are a score of 
applicants, e.nd the - young man who 
has no influential friends to render 
him aid is indeed unfortunate. 
Wo 
have long believed that Uiis condition 
of affairs would correct itself* One of 
the reasons that our young men have 
be<^ so willing to leave the old coun- 
try home has been the lack of country 
attractions. 
This can hardly be said 
to hold good today. 
The trolley car, 
telephone and free rural mall delivery 
have well-nigh wiped out the distinc- 
tions between city and suburban life. 
Another powerful factor now working 
for the upbuilding of the country life 
is the agricultural college. 
Our young 
men are fast learning that farming is 
no longer the haphazard business of a 
former day, but Is one of the most ex- 
acting dnd scientific of pursuits. With 
this knowledge comes a higher resi>ect 
for the vocation and a stronger desire 
to enter the industry. The tide is thus 
gradually but surely turning, and tho 
time is near at hand when farming 
will be held In the same high regard 
here that it has long been in England, 
In that country when a man achieves 
financial success he at once seeks a 
country estate for a home. 


Here the reverse has long been true, 
and the city home has been held up as 
the ideal. 
This false system of ethics 
is rapidly going to the wall 
and 
a 
more exalted idea of country life is 
taking its place. 
Rich and poor alike 
are beginning to take to the farm. 
It is tho ideal spot for a home.—Lew- 
iston Journal.

ANIMALS GO' TO SCIIOOT.-. 


Little men and women who do not 
like to go to school somelhnes wish 
that they were birds or kittens, so 
that they might play all day and never 
have any lessons to do; but it they 
conld have their wish, and a fairy god- 
mother wore to give them, by ii wave 
of her wand, a coat of fur or feathers, 
they M'oiild soon want to be boys and 
girls again. For birds and kittons and 
chickens and children of bears and 
lions and deer and all the lower ani- 
mals have to go to school, too, and 
their schools are not nearly so pleasant 
as those that open every year in Sep- 
tember. 
They never get any prizes, 
but 
they 
get 
plenty 
of 
cuffs and 
¿cratches and even bites. 


Tho two things that the kittens and 
chickens and baby lions and 
hoars 
have to learn at school are how to take 
care of thomselves so that they wiil 
not be eaten up by other animals, and 
how to got their living. 
Tho iirst les- 
son which the mother partridge teaches 
to her children is how to get out of 
sight.

FETTERED 
AND 
UNFETTERED. 


Tho performer nMows himself to be 
tied with a fetter (consisting of a band) 
as is shown In C of our illustration. 
One hand is tied to tho end of the band 
first, then tlie other. 
Tiie performer, 
after being tied, speaks a few words 
of introduction, excuses himself 
for 
being obligoci to take olf liis coat and 
appears fettered as before. Finally ho 
slips his coat on again and asks some 
body to cut tho fetters, which appear 
to be intact, and in tho ¿iame condition 
as when they were tied at the begin- 
ning of the performance. 


To perform this trick elTectively a 
cutaway coat should be worn, having 
In its back pockets the principal re- 
quisite, a second fetter 
Besides this 
fetter a small pair of scissors are se- 
creted in the same pocket. 
This pair 
of scissors serves to cut tho band tied 
by the audience, for this fetter must 
come off to mafte room ::or the other. 
After the hand^ of the performer are 
tied ho goes into the pocket with one 
hand, takes the pair of scissors and 
cuts the fetters. As ins hands are tied 
behind his back nobody can see the 
manipulation. 
The old fetters are put 
away in the pocket and the new fetters 
made ready for use. 
This second fet- 
ter is mnde in tho following way: 
The 
band used is just as long as the one 
used to tie the hands. 
On each end a 
simple knot Is made .al. then a loose

The partridge Bchool cannot be seen 
every day, but any little man or wo- 
man who lives in the country can see 
the chickens going to school. 
Tho 
mother hen goes to a great deal of trou- 
ble to teach them how to get their 
living, 
When she thinks they are olil 
enough she takes them with her to a 
place where she expects to hnd worms, 
and then she begins to scratch, making 
a great deal of -fuss and llutterlng of 
her wings so as to impress the thing on 
the minds of her family. 
When she 
finds tho worm she does not pick it up. 
but calls the chickens with a sound 
which is never used, except in school, 
and which means, "Gome and see what 
I get by this scratching." 
She does 
not give the worm to the first comer, 
but waits till they have all answered 
her call. Then she steps back and lets 
tho chickens scramble for the wornj. 


In the same way a cat teaches her 
kittens how to catch mice. 
Sho does 
not kill mice for her children to eat. 
but brings home live mice and makes 
her little ones catch them over again. 


The school life of kittens and part- 
ridges and chickens lasts onlj' a few 
weeks, but all animal schools are not 
6o short. 
Young animals sometimes 
remain lo subordination to their eld- 
ers for several years, and often have 
a very hard time of it. Among deer an 
o;d buck js frei]uent]y accompanied by 
a young one. whom he abuses in a 
really shameful manner. 
The young 
tuck, who corresiKjnds exactly to the 
•*fags" in "Tom Brown at Ku^by/' has 
to go ahead in case pf danger, and 
when the old buck wants to lie down 
and rest the young one lias to act as

facturos. 
The annual consun^^ion of 
tho worhl is placed at l.r.OO.OOO tons. 
Tlio Chilean Government has a deposit 
which is estimated at i^o.niJO.QOO tons. 
Tlioro are in addition kntnvn private 
deposits that are estimated to «»ontain 
¡ri.OOO.ODO tons. 
Making allowaiioe for 
inoroasiuir annual consumption to meet 
tho needs of the world. wliir»h are al- 
ways 
growing, 
owing to increasing 
population and exhaustion of vircln 
soils, thirty or thirty-ilvo yoars will 
see an end of tlio visible supply. 
Of 
course new deposits may be discovered 
at any time, or the known processes of 
extracting nitrogen from tho nlr hy 
olootricity which arc now in an oxp'mM- 
montal stage, may bo porfootod, or the 
use of "nitragon." that is. tho cultures 
of soil bacteria, which extract ftiiroirou 
from tho air and deliver it to tno roots 
ci. plants, may become univorsal. 
In 
any event tho culmination of tho Mai- 
thuslan theory 
that tho world 
will 
ovontnalb' starve to death for want of 
nitrogen in tho soil to grow coroals will 
not come within tho present gonoratlon 
Science 
before 
this has jiorformod 
seeming miracles, if thoso two words 
may bo linkoil, and .scientific invostiga- 
tors are especially active in pioneer 
work along tho verge of the groat un- 
known.

One of the most serious problems 
that confronts the coouomic world to­ 
day l3 to keep the young mon on the 
farms. For many years 
there has

been carried that all the vocations of 
city life have been so overcrowded 
that, today it is well-nigh impossible 
for a stranger to get a foothold. For 
every situation there are a score of 
applicants, and the - young man who 
has no influential friends to render 
him aid is indeed unfortunate. 
We 
have long believed that Uiis condition 
of affairs would correct itself* One of 
the reasons that our young men have 
b e ^ so willing to leave the old coun­ 
try home has been the lack of country 
attractions. This can hardly bo said 
to hold good today. The trolley car, 
telephone and free rural mail delivery 
have well-nigh wiped out the distinc­ 
tions betw^een city and suburban life. 
Another powerful factor now working 
for the upbuilding of the country life 
is the agricultural college. Our young 
men are fast learning that farming is 
no longer the haphazard business of a 
former day, but is one of the most ex­ 
acting dnd scientific of pursuits. With 
this knowledge comes a higher resi>ect 
for the vocation and a stronger desire 
to enter the industry. The tide is thus 
gradually but surely turning, and the 
time is near at hand when farming 
will be held in the same high regard 
here lhat it has long been in England. 
In that country when a man achieves 
financial success he at once seeks a 
country estate for a home. 
Here the reverse has long been true, 
and the city home has been held up as 
the ideal. This false system of ethics

FETTERED AND UNFETTERED. 
The performer a'lows himself to be 
tied with a fetter (consisting of a band) 
as is shown in C of our illustration. 
One hand is tied to tho end of the band 
first, then the other. Tho performer, 
after being tied, speaks a few words 
of introduction, excuses himself for 
being obliged to take olf his coat and 
appears fettered as before. Finally he 
slips his coat on again and asks .some 
body to cut the fetters, which appear 
to be intact, and in tho same condition 
as when they were lied at the begin­ 
ning of the performance. 
To perform this trick elTectlvely a 
cutaway coat should be worn, having 
in its back pockets the principal re­ 
quisite, a second fetter 
Besides this 
fetter a small pair of scissors are se­ 
creted in the same pocket. This pair 
of scissors serves to cut the band tied 
by the audience, for this fetter must 
come off to mafte room -or tho other. 
After the handj of the performer are 
tied he goes into the pocket with one 
hand, takes tho pair of scissors and 
cuts the fetters. As his hands are tied 
behind his back nobody can see the 
manipulation. The old fetters are put 
away in the pocket and the new fetters 
made ready for use. 
This second fet­ 
ter is made in the following way: The 
band used is just as long as the one 
used to tie the hands. On each end a 
simple knot is made ,a\ then a loose

Its K-xhHUiiiion A Vrrj* Keiiiote Contin* 
Roncy. 
A good deal has been written about 
the imminent exhaustion of tho Chll- 
an nitrate bods, >vhich to-day supjily 
tho world with tho nitrates for coni- 
morcial ferfilizevs and expensive manu* 
factures. Tlie annual consumption of 
the worhl is placed at l,.*:oo.Oon tons. 
The Chilean Government has a deposit 
which is eslimated at i^i\um\000 tons. 
There are in addition known private 
deposits that are estimated to <‘ontain 
IM.000.000 tons. Making aliowatice for 
increasing annual consumption to meet 
the needs of the world, whir'll are al­ 
ways growing, owing to increasing 
population and exhaustion of vlrcin 
soils, thirty or thirty-ilve years will 
see an end of the visible supply. Of 
course new deposits may be discovered 
at any time, or the known proce.'^ses of 
extracting nitrogen from the nlr by 
electricity which arc now in an exp‘'rl- 
mental stage, may be perfected, or the 
use of “nitragen,” that is. the cultures 
of soil bacteria, Avhich extract hiirogen 
from the air and deliver it to tee roots 
Cl, plants, may become universal. 
In 
any event the culmination of the Mal­ 
thusian theory that the world will 
eventualb* starve to death for want of 
nitrogen in the soil to grow cereals will 
not come within the present generation 
Science 
before 
this has performed 
seeming miracles, if those two words 
may be llnkeil, and scientific investlga* 
tors are especially active in pioneer 
work along tho verge of the great un­ 
known.
